Communism i' no longer a dream of 
theorists.

In industry and culture 
she is the equal of any other country. 
Unemployment is imknown. Tlie peo- 
ple have, come to know that unem- 
ployment, poverLv and illiteracy arc 
not neccsisary evils. Their standard 
of life lias been raided, working hours 
have been reduced below those of 
most other countries, arxl wages have 
been Increased. At present there arc 
over twenty-five million children in 
schools and over a million students in 
the universities. Communism has 
brought prosperity to Ru.«la and can 
do tlic same for the rest of llie world. 

In his reply to the affirmative Will- 
lam Foster drew largely on Ills cxper- 
iciice on the advisory board of the 
N.R.A. In the United States. Tlie de- 
pression, said Foster, is due almost 
entirely to decrease of con.sumplion, 
which in turn is due to lack of control 
of the flow of money into the lianda 
of the consiuners. Given proper pur- 
chasins power the consumer would 
ooon solve the problem of overproduc- 
tion.
